1 . SUMMARY. PARA 6 CONTAINS THE TEXT OF THE FINAL VERSION OF 

THE RESOLUTION ON THE UN CONFERENCE ON SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 
AS PASSED BY THE ECONOMIC COMMITTEE OF ECOSOC AUGUST 3. MANY OF 
THE SIGNIFICANT REVISIONS RESULT FROM US EFFORTS. THE RESOLU- 
TION WAS PASSED BY A VOTE OF 43-0-0, WITH THE SOVIET UNION AND 
ITS ALLIES "NOT PARTICIPATING." THE US BECAME ONE OF THE CO- 
SPONSORS OF THE DRAFT WHEN PARENTHOOD WAS DROPPED BY BOTH THE 
G-77 AND THE VICE CHAIRMAN. END SUMMARY. 

2. AS DEPARTMENT WILL NOTE, FINAL TEXT DIFFERS CONSIDERABLY 
FROM THAT SUBMITTED REFS A AND B. AMONG IMPORTANT CHANGES WERE: 

A. INSERTION OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION RESOLUTION AMONG THE 
"FOUNDATIONS OF THE NIEO" WAS READILY OBTAINED AS THE BEST 
AVAILABLE SOLUTION. AND PROVIDES A USEFUL PRECEDENT. 
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B. OPERATIVE PARA 1. THE EXPANSION OF THIS PARAGRPH WAS NECES- 
SITATED MAINLY BY THE HESITATION OF THE FRG AND UK AND SOME OTHERS 
TO ACCEPT THE CONCEPT OF TECHNOLOGICAL INNOVATION CIRCUITS" 

(TICS). THE PHRASE 

"INDEPENDENT SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL CAPACITY" WAS INSERTED 
BY SWEDEN IN THE COURSE OF THE AMENDMENT PROCESS AND IT DID NOT 
PROVE OPPORTUNE TO TRY TO REMOVE IT. THIS PARAGRAPH PROVED TO 
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BE THE MOST DIFFICULT TO NEGOTIATE. POLAND AND THE USSR HELD OUT 
ON TICS UNTIL THE END AND THEN SUDDENLY CHANGED THEIR DEMANDS TO 
INCLUSION OF TERMINOLOGY WHICH MIGHT HAVE IMPLIED EVENTUAL ASSIS- 
TANCE TO THEM AS WELL. THE G-77 RESISTED THIS, BACKED BY THE 
FRG. 

C. PARA 3 IS ALL THAT COULD BE OBTAINED ON THE TEXT ORIGINALLY 
REPORTED IN REF B. ALTHOUGH CONFERENCE SECRETARY GENERAL DA 
COSTA HAD GIVEN HIS GENERAL AGREEMENT TO THE TRINIDAD DELEGATION, 
BRAZIL BACKED BY BELGIUM AND. IN A PARTICULARLY OBDURATE AND 
DOCTRINAIRE MANNER BY FRANCE, RESISTED THIS TEXT OR ANY VARIANCE 
ON IT. FINAL TEXT WAS NEGOTIATED BY USDEL AND EINHAUS OF THE 
CONFERENCE SECRETARIAT. IT WILL REMAIN FOR INTERESTED PARTIES TO 
SET UP THE PROCEDURES FOR THESE MEETINGS. 

D. OPERATIVE PARA 4 WAS AMENDED TO COINCIDE WITH THE REALITY OF 
THE SITUATION, THAT IS, THAT THE WAY HAS BEEN LEFT OPEN BY THE 
ACABQ FOR THE CONFERENCE SECRETARIAT TO SUBMIT REQUESTS IN 
SEPTEMBER FOR ADDITIONAL FUNDS FOR 1977, BOTH FOR ADVISERS ON 
NATIONAL PAPERS AND FOR THE SEMINARS PROVIDED FOR IN PARAS 5 
AND 6 OF RESOLUTION 2035.M MANY REQUESTS HAVE NOW BEEN RECEIVED 
FROM DEVELOPING COUNTRIES FOR THIS FORM OF ASSISTANCE WHICH IN 
USDEL'S VIEW IS HIGHLY IMPORTANT IF CONFERENCE IS TO HAVE A 
REALISTIC BASIS. 

E. OPERATIVE PARA 6 WAS LIKEWISE REDONE AT A US INITIATIVE. IT 
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SERVES TO LINK REQUESTS FOR PERSONNEL FOR THE CONFERENCE SECRE- 
TARIAT DIRECTLY TO THE SECRETARIAT'S PROGRAM OF WORK AND, MOT 
IMPORTANT, IT ESTABLISHES THE NEED TO ASSIGN SPECIFIC RESPONSI- 
BILITIES TO THE UN OFFICE OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY. THIS MAY 
PROVIDE A WAY OUT OF THE BATTLE OF ORGANIGRAMS WHICH HAS UNTIL 
NOW CHARACTERIZED EFFORTS AT IMPLEMENTING PARA 5 OF RESOLUTION 
2028 (LXI). 

F. PARA 7. LIKEWISE A US INITIATIVE PROVIDES NONSPECIFIC ENCOUR- 
AGEMENT TO THE PROCESS OF OBTAINING THE SERVICES OF PERSONNEL OF 
UN AGENCIES AS ENVISAGED IN RESOLUTION 2028 (LXI). 

3. IN ADDITION TO THE SUBSTANTIVE CHANGES, IT SHOULD BE NOTED 
THAT PARA 7 OF THE ORIGINAL DRAFT (REF A) IS STILL INCLUDED IN 
THE FINAL TEXT AS PARA 8 AND PARAS 8 THROUGH 1 1 SHOULD BE RE- 
NUMBERED ACCORDINGLY. 

4. AFTER PROLONGED SESSIONS OF THE CONTACT GROUP, TEXT AS GIVEN 
BELOW OBTAINED APPROVAL BY ALL PARTICIPANTS WITH THE EXCEPTION 
OF POLAND AND THE USSR. THESE COUNTRIES WERE LEFT ALONE IN 
RESISTANCE TO THE CONCEPT OF TICS AND OBTAINED NO SUPPORT FOR THE 
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AMENDMENT NOTEDIN PARA 2B. WHEN THE TEXT CAME TO ECONOMIC 
COMMITTEE FOR CONSIDERATION THE SOVIETS ADOPTED A DIFFERENT TACK. 
THEY INSISTED UPON A STATEMENT OF FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS, EVEN 
THOUGH IT WAS CLEAR FROM THE TEXT, WHICH INVITED SECRETARIAT 
PROPOSALS, THAT NONE CULD BE PROVIDED OTHER THAN THE OBSERVA- 
TION S PROVIDED BY THE SECRETARIAT RELATIVE TO THE ORIGINAL 
DRAFT. THEY ATTEMPTED TO HAVE THE ENTIRE RESOLUTION PUT OFF 
UNTIL THE GA. FINALLY, TO BREAK THE IMPASSE, THE MEXICAN DELEGA- 
TION CALLED FOR A VOTE. SINCE IT WAS NO LONGER A G-77 TEXT AND 
COULD NOT BE A VICE CHAIRMAN S TEXT IN THE ABSENCE OF CONSENSUS, 

IT WAS NECESSARY TO FIND SPONSORS. MEXICO AND VENEZUELA LED THE 
WAY, THE US JOINED AT THEIR EXPRESS REQUEST, AND IN ALL SOME 23 
CO-SPONSORS WERE OBTAINED. CHINA SUPPORTED THE RESOLUTION AND 
TOOK OBVIOUS RELISH AT A VOTE ISOLATING THE SOVIET BLOC. DE- 
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CUSSION ON FINANCIAL IMPLICATION GAVE USDEL A CHANCE TO MAKE A 
STATEMENT ON THE LINES OF REF C PARA 3, ALTHOUGH REWORKING OF 
TEXT MADE THIS LARGELY UNNECESSARY. 

5. COMMENT: DEPARTMENT'S INSTRUCTIONS PERMITTED USDEL TO TAKE 
AN ACTIVE ROLE IN NEGOTIATING A NEW TEXT WHICH TRANSFORMED VAGUE 
REQUEST FOR FUNDS TO REQUESTS FOR SECRETARIAT PROPOSALS. IN DO- 
ING SO. WORKING CLOSELY WITH DELEGATIONS OF VENEZUELA AND TRINIDAD, 
USDEL BELIEVES WE NOT ONLY OBTAINED A SUBSTANTIALLY BETTER RESO- 
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LIMITED OFFICIAL USE SECTION 2 OF 3 GENEVA 6652 

LUTION BUT THAT WE HAVE EVEN MORE FIRMLY ESTABLISHED A LEADING 
ROLE FOR THE US IN CONFERENCE PREPARATIONS. IT WILL BE IMPORTANT 
THAT WE FOLLOW THIS UP AT THE 32ND GA IN BOTH THE SECOND AND 
FIFTH COMMITTEES.

THAT THE CONFERENCE AND ITS PREPARATORY PERIOD SHOULD BE AIMED 
AT THE DEVELOPMENT, INTER ALIA, THROUGH ENHANCED INTERNATIONAL 
CO-OPERATION IN SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, OF THE INDEPENDENT 
SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL CAPACITY OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES
